GERMAN COUNT’S PROPERTY. 


Before Mr. Justice Pim, in the Bankrupicy 
Court, Mr. Blood, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
George Shannon, applied for an orler for the 
attendance of Thomas J. McDonagh with refer- 
ence to the property of Count Stolberg, who 
was interned at Oldcastle, Co. Meath, during 
the war, and afterwards returned to Germany. 

The Count, he said, was the owner of two 
farms of land at Dunshaughlin, where he had 
a considerable number of horses and other live 
stock. When the war broke out he arranged 
on terms with Mr. McDonagh. a saddler in 
Bachelors Walk, Dublin, to look after his 
property during the war. There was a power 
of attorney to him and a tranefer of 
the farms of land and an assignment of 
the chattels and live stock. There was a 
pocket agreement between them providing that 
on the termination of the war the property 
assigned should he re-assigned to the Count. 

Mr. Hollinshead, Official Assignee of the Court 
of Bankruptcy for Ireland, was appointed by 
the Government ae custodian of any property 
in this country under the Treaty of Peace Act, 
and his jurisdiction extended to this property. 
A sitting had been arranged for the examina- 
tion ef Mr. McDonagh in June last, and the 
case came before Mr. Justice Dodd. The ex- 
amination was intended to have been proceeded 
with on that day; but Mr. Healy, K.C., who 
appeared for Mr. McDonagh, promised that his 
client would give full particulars and accounts 
of the property to Mr. Hollinshéad.

A DISPUTED CONTRACT. 


In King's Bench Division, before Mr. Justice 
Pim, in the case of Erik Fernstrom v. Free 
man's Journal, Lid., BR. Hamilton Edwards, 

Mr. Dockrell (instructed by Mesers. D. and 
T. Fitzgerald) applied ex-parte on behalf of the 
plaintiff for liberty to administer interroga- 
tories to the defendant company. 

The action was brought, he said, to recover 
£195,000 damages for slleged breach of con- 
tract in connection with the supply of 3,000 
tons of news printing paper. ree defences 
had been put in by the Freeman's Journal 
Company in their defence. In addition to the 
ordinary traverses, they pleaded that the person 
who signed the contract, Mr. R. Hamilton 
Edwardes, had no authority to sign the con- 
tract on their behalf. The plaintiff-then ob- 


tained leave to add Mr. wards as a de 
fendant. and claimed for breach of contract 
against him. A defence was filed by Mr. 


Edwards, in which he said that he had authority 
to enter into the contract on behalf of the 
Freeman's Journal. In view of these defences 
the plaintiff now sought for an order- for in- 
terrogatories against the Freeman's Journal 
Compzeny+-namely (1) as to whether any con- 
tract had been entered into on their behalf 
by Mr. Edwardes between January and June, 
1920: (2) whether Mr. Edwards had authority 
to enter into all or any of them from the de- 
fendant company; and (3) what efforts were 
made by the defendant company to obtain the 
necessary guarantees for the fulfilment of the 
contract, as alleged in their defence. The 
defendant company, he added, pleaded that 
they had used every available means to carry 
out the contract, if there was a contract. 

Mr. Justice Pim said that he thought the

It has heen definitely fixed that the public 
session will be held at 11 o'clock on Monday.

The debate, which was thoroughly exhaustive, 
was stated to have been conducted in a con- 
ciliatory spirit, but it apparently did not result 
in appreciable progress towards agreement. 
There is stated to be still a sharp dividing 
line between the parties, whose strength is 
fairly equal, with a slight majority in favour 
of ratification. 


RESULT MAY BE INDECISIVE, 


The feeling seems to be growing that the 
result of the division, if it be taken at the 
public session, will be eo indecisive as to leave 
the issue eventually to the country to decide, 
either by plebiscite or general election. Were 
such a course adopted, it is stated that reports 
from the provinces indicate a decisive majority 
in eupport of the Treaty. The news of its 
ratification by the House of Commons reached 
the members of the Dáil during the afternoon, 
but it evoked little comment.

MACHINE GUNS IN THE STREETS. 


Firing was reported in several districts of 
Belfast last night. The heaviest shooting 
was in the East end of the city.

WORK FOR THE YARDS. 


WASHINGTON, Thursday.

An agrecment has been reached on the ques- 
tion of the naval ratio on thé basis of 5—5—5. 
The chief variations from the originai Ameri- 
can scheme are aa follow :— 

(1) Japan will keep the Mutsu and scrap the

(2) The fortifications in the Pacific wili remain 
in statu quo, Hawaii being excluded from this 
provision, 

(3) Great Britain will scrap four Dread- 
noughts of the King George class, but will 
equalise the position by the addition of two 
new vessels. 

(4) The tonnage allotted to Great Britain and 
the United States under the original proposals 
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ia raised to 525,000, so as to permit America to 
include the Washington and the Colorado. 

The maximum limitation for the tonnage of 
the ships to be constructed in replacement is to 
be fixed at 35,000 tons. ‘? 

Comparing this arrangement with the original 
American proposal, the United States is to 
scrap 30 ships, as proposed, save that there 
will be scrapped 13 of the 15 ships under con- 
struction, and 17, imstead of 15, of the older 
ships. 

The total tonnage of American capital ships 
to be scrapped under the original proposal, in- 
cluding the tonnage of ships in construction, if 
emnpleted, was stated to be 845,740 tons. . Under 
the present arrangement, the tonnags of the 50 
ships to be acrapped, taking that of the ships 
in construction, if completed, would be 826,340 
tons. 

The number of Japanese ships to be retained 
remains the same as under the original pro- 
posals. The tonnage of ships to be scrapped b 
Japan under the original American ‘proposal, 
taking the tonnage of new ships, when com- 
pleted, was stated to be 4484823 tons.

“THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS:— 


Yesterday’s ratification of the Irish Treaty 
by overwhelming majorities in both Houses of 
Parliament implies even more than the end of 
a cycle in national politics. It proves that 
after the torpor of recovery from the war 
Great Britain has regained her capacity for 
constructive statecraft. The historic debates 
that ended yesterday with the speeches of the 
Lord Chancellor and Mr. Chamberlain will, no 
doubt, have exercised an influence in Ireland. 
Thousands of Irishmen, for the first time pre- 
pared to place a favourable construction upon 
the motives of British Ministers and politicians, 
will have read them in a new spirit. Opposi- 
tion has served to illustrate the magnitude of 
the offer that has been made, the Government's 
replies to it, the singleness of purpose that is 
behind their terme. Southern Irishmen can 
now judge for themselves far better than they 
could before of the prudence of their repre- 
sentatives in closing with England while Eng- 
land was in this mood. If they are wise, they 
will understand that this has been the oppor- 
tunity, not merely of a decade, but of a 
century. — 

Uleter Unionists, on the other hand, wil] have 
had an opportunity of studying the true aiti- 
tude of Parliament in regard to themselves.

SAFEGUARD FOR

In a letter to the editor of The Times, Pro- 
fessor Berriedale Keith, Edinburgh, says :— The 
speeches of Lord Curzon and the Prime Minister 
in Parliament yesterday reveal a very serious 
obscurity in the terms made with Ireland.

An amendment had been moved on Thurs- 
day by Colonel Gretton, expressing regret— 
“that the proposed settlement of the Govern- 
ment of Ireland, imdivated in the gracious 
Speech from the Throne, involves the surrender 
of the rights of the Crown in Ireland, gives 
power to establish an independent Irish army 
and navy, violates pledges given to Ulster, and 
fails to safeguard the rights of the loyalist popt- 
lation in Southern Ireland. This was still under 
discussion when the House resumed. 

Mr. Henderson said that the Labour Party 
had refrained from taking any considerable 
part in the debate, but none the less, they 
hoped that the Treaty would be ratified by a 
large majority. (Hear, hear.) The new situa- 
tion represented a tremendous change in ai- 
titude, in spirit, and in policy on the part of 
the Government. 

It was incumbent on members to rise above 
any mere Party considerations in dealing with 
this matter. Issues hung in the balance which 
must affect the vital interests, not only of our 
people at home, but of the far-stretching Com- 
monwealth of British nations, and, indirectly, 
of the whole world. The outstanding feature 
of the Treaty was that it meant peace, which 
was a consideration beyond measure. The over- 
whelming majority of the people of England 
were deeply anxious for an honourable and 
permanent peace with the Irish people. (Hear, 
hear.) ) 

NORTHERN BOUNDARIES. . 

Major O'Neill considered that in the Articles 
of Agreement the people of Ulster had been scan- 
dajously treated. The boundaries question was 
one on which Ulster held the strongest possible 
views, and yet the Prime Minister, in fragrant 
violation of his written pledge, went and made 
a bargain with the representatives of Sinn Fein, |

Mr. Lloyd George said that he understood 
the suggestion to be made that he had said that 
if Sinn Fein had a majority in the two counties 
of Tyrone and Fermanagh, they could get the 
whole of those counties. He certainly resented 
any suggestion of the kind. On the contrary, 
all that he had ever suggested—and he had 
suggested it equally to Sir James Craig and the 
House of Commons—was that the character of 
the population should be taken into account, 
as well as economic and geographical conditions. 
That was a matter that was to be decided by 
the. Commissioners. 

He could not say what the result would be— 
whether it would he to increase or diminish 
the Ulster area. All he knew was that the 
opinion was held in Ulster thet it might have 
an effect favourable to the Ulster area, but 
it was not for him, but-for the Commissioners to 
decide that. The matter was discussed at the 
Buckingham Palace Conference, and the repre- 
sentatives of Ulster were under the impression 
then that the effect of such a readjustment 
would be to increase the population of the 
Ulster area. 

Major O’Neill said that he still thought that 
if a few words had heen put into the treaty 
stating that the population of Ulster was not to 
be altered or diminished, that would have 
practically put the matter right. 

Mr. Rawlinson described the treaty as a 
complete reversal of the policy of the Unionist 
Party and a great mistake.

Lord Farnham regretted that Lord Midleton 
and Lord Donoughmicre were going to vote 
with the Unionists who had betrayed the cause 
of their fellow-Unionists in: Southern Ireland.

REGISTRATION, 

The Hon. Secretary (Mr. H. Allberry, 
F.R:1.A.1.) read the report of the Council for 
the past session. It referred to the deaths 
during the year of Sir Charles Cameron, Hon. 
ellow; Mr. Arthur Hill, and Professor W. A. 

t, Fellow. It went on— 

“ Probably the subject of the greatest import- 
ance to the architectural] profession, which the 
Briteih Institute have at present under con- 
sideration, is that of unification and registra- 
tion, and your President was again nominated 
to the Unification Committee, which on May 
12th the following resolutions :— 
‘That the principle of bringing all the archi- 
tects of the United Kin into membership 
of the Royal Institute British Architects be 
adopted as the basis for Unification.’ 

That the Committee recommend the Roya! 
Institute to draft such alterations to ite Charter 
and by-laws as may be necessary to comply with 
this principle, and te confer with the Council of 
the Bociety of Architects as to conditions of 
membership.’ 

“ These resolutions were adopted by the Coun- 
cil of ‘the British Institute, and the outlines 
of an agreement between that body and the 
Society of Architects have been drafted for con- 
sideration, and at present lie with the respec- 
tive Councils. Your Counci! have hitherto re- 
frained from expressing any views on the pro- 
sals generally pending receipt and considera- 
ion of the draft scheme, as they are of opinion 
that it would be undesirable to bind this 
Institute to any defined policy during the pre- 
eent period of flux.” 

EDUCATION. 

The report states that in April last a Com- 
mittee was siúd to inguire into the facili- 
ties existing for ithe education of students of 
architecture, and to prepare a report with re- 
commendations as to methods which may be 
considered necessary for improving the present 
condition of ¢erchitectural education in -this 
country. The réport of this Commraiitee was 
submitted to the Council in September, and, 
with some elight amendmenis, circulated to all 
members of the Institute in October. 

“At the ceneral meeting im November the 
report was 
ing resolution was unanimously passed :—' That 
this meeting desires to thank the Gommittee 
for having prepared such a valuable report, and 
considers that, as the question of architectural

WESLEY COLLEGE. 


VALUE OF MIXED 
CLASSES. 


- 


There was a large assembly of the friends 
and pupils of Wesley College, Dublin, in tue 
large hali, Stephen's Green, yesterday after- 
noon, when the annual distribution of prises 


took place. The Rev. Canon J. A. Jennings 
presided. 
The prizes, one hundred and ten in number, 


having been distributed, . 
The Principal (Rev. Dr. Irwin) submitted a 
report, in which he said that the past year, 
whether viewed in relation to attendance or to 
educational achievements, had been one of the 
most successful in the long history of the 
school. The advanced classes were larger than 
ever before, and contained many pupils of 
promise, nine or ten of whom had already been 
éxbibitioners. The Governors were at present 
securing plans for the extension of the bia: 
and a new wing was to be erected on the 
western side. When those plans were carried 
out. the College buildings would be among the 
most handsome school premises in Ireland. 
Co-Education. 

The system known as co-education had been 
in operation in the College for ten years, a 
st fficient riod’ to enable them to form an 
opinion of its merits. The success of the 
svstem had fully justified its introduction. 
When boys and girls were taught together 
there was greater mutual knowledge and re- 
spect, and the moral tone and standard of 
honour were no less high. There was no loss 
of chivalry or manliness on the part of the 
boys—es had been sometimes feared—nor of 
gentleness and modesty on the part of the girls; 
and it could not be denied that the influence of 
a mixed staff was of special value. 

In the Intermediate examinations the pass 
list was the highest that they had ever had, 
notwithstanding the fact that there were more 
failures in Ireland in thié than in any previous 
year. In the Senior Grade, of fourteen candi- 
dates, twelve passed, and the remaining two 
would have succeed also but for failing in one 
subject by a few marks. The distinctions 
gained had been excellent, and included nine 
exhibitions, twelve prizes, three first places. 

Reports on athletics by boht girls and boys 
were also presented. 

The Chairman, as an old Wesley College boy, 
congratulated the Principal and the pupils upon 
the ever-growing success of the College. He 
entered in 1873, and had as contemporaries 
boys that in after-life distincuished themselves 
in law, literature, and in science. Bringing in 
the girls was he said, a move in the right diréc- 
tion, and it did him good to hear the splendid 
account which the Principal had read. Educa- 
tion was coming into its own, and he hoped 
that the new Government of Ireland would do 
everything in its power to foster and encourage 
the education of the people. (Applause.)

A RECORD OF PROGRESS. 


The anuual distribution of prizes in connec 
tion with the Alexandra Sehoal, Earlsfort ter- 
race, Dublin, was held yesterday.

in a flourishing condition. 

At the annual meeting, which was held at 5 
Molesworth street, Dublin, yesterday—Colonel 
Sir Frederick W. Shaw, Bt., presiding—it was 
reported that the membership of the society 
now stood at 500, the highest number ever re- 
corded. 

Three shows were held during the year, and. 
as far as the number and quality of exhibits 
were concerned, each show was most successful 
particularly the winter fruit show; but the 
gate receipts were so small that a considerable 
financial loss was incurred on the undertakings 

he Council succeeded in obtaining exemption 
from the entertainments tax for the Summer 
and Winter Shows, and every effort was being 
made to obtain exemption from the tax on 
members’ tickets. 

The only fixture so far made for 1922 was 
for a spring show to be held on 5th and 6th 
April. Tn order to cater as widely ns possible 
for the interes and tastes of members, it 
was hoped that a show might be heid in August, 
which would suit growers of dahlias, begonias, 
gladioli, etc., which could not be shown in 
early July, when the society had to cater for 
the rose growers.

WAR IN THE AIR. 


Fighting Machines of the 
Future. 


— i. 


- 


In a lecture before the Royal Aeronautical 
Society, Captcin F. M. reen, the _ well- 
known aeroplane designer, pointed out that 
there was, perhaps, nothing in aeronautics that 
developed so quickly during the Great War as 
the fighting aeroplane. At the beginning of the 
war the use of offensive weapons on aeroplanes 
was almost unknown. 

The idea of fighting in the air had hardly 
been diseussed, and, certainly, no country had 
made provision for carrying offensive weapons 
as part of the reyclar equipment of the aero- 
plane. Long before the end of the war every 
aeroplane was armed to a greater or lesser ex- 
tent, while particular types of aeroplanes had 
been developed, whose chief duty was the de- 
struction of enemy aircraft and the protéction 
of aeroplanes of its own country, which were 
mo in various specialised duties, such as 
reconnaissance and bombing. 

lt is very unsafe to em sh the development 
of aeroplanes. All sorts of new inventions and 
discoveries will heir to improve the type. Look- 
ing, perhaps, ten years ahead, the lecturer 
thinks that we may look forward to the de- 
velopment of two separate and distinct types ot 
si ter fighters—one adapted for attack- 
ing enemy aircraft in one long dive, and the 
other more suitable for combined work and 
“ dog-fighting.”’ 

The former type is likely to remain rather 
similar to that now in use. It will probably be 
of the conventional tractor type, and which 
should certainly be armed in euch a way that 
the rate of fire will be at least 4,000 rounds 

+ minute, while the ammunition carried is 
ikely to be some 3,000 rounds. 

The speed of the aeroplane at 20,000ft. would 
be in the neighbourhood of 160 miles per hour, 
while diving from that height a speed of 300 
miles an hour is likely to be attained. The rate 
of climb at 20,000ft. should be 1,000ft. per 
minute. ee 

The duties of this type of aeroplane wil] be 
to patrol the skies and to pounce ón any un- 
fortunate aeroplane which is trying to carry out 
reconnaissance, bombing, and other. duties. 

The other type of aeroplane that should be 
develoned is one in which the pilot has a clear 
field of fire ahead, and in which almost every- 
thing is sacrificed to id manceuvring. 

The guns should be mounted so that they 
are moved by some form of servo motor in 
accord with a sight.

FARMING AT. 
CHEQUERS. 


Lord Lee’s Great Gift. 


While it cannot rival the Dublin Mansion 
House in the matter of historic associations, 
the Prime Minister’s residence at Chequers will 


long be regarded as the scene of deliberations 
that had far-reaching results. This beautiful 


residence was presented to the nation by the 
First Lord of the Admiralty, Lord Lee, farmerly 
British Minister of Agriculture. When making 
the gift in January last, Lord Lee retained for 
his own benefit the control of the farms and 
woodlands. Under the trust deed he was en- 
titled at any time before his death to surrender 
his interest, in order, firstly, to benefit the 
Chequers Trust Fund, and, secondly, to give 
the Ministry of Agriculture the opportunity of 
occupying and carrying them on ae instruc- 
tional and educational centres. 
Subject to a satisfactory settlement being 
arranged, Lord Lee decided a short time ago to 
surrender the whole of his remaining interests 


io Sir A. Griffith-Boscawen, Minister of Agri- 
culture, asking him whether he would be pre- 
pared to accept the, responsibility. In the 
course of this communication he said :—*“ The 
total area of the farms in question is about 
700 acres, and they would have to be handed 
over to the Ministry rent and tax free, to- 
gether with all buildings thereon (including the 
seven new cottages now just completing), all 
farm machinery, and equipment, and a sufli- 
cient nucleus of live stock (horses, cattle, and 
igs) to make it a going concern. There would 
* no incoming: valuation to pay, and the til- 
lages and growing crops would be included in 
the gift. The area of the woodland is about 
600 acres, with a new steam sawmill, and 
under judicious management they could pro- 
duce a steady and substantial revenue.” 

In accepting the gift, the Minister of Agri- 
culture replied:—“ The gift to the Ministry of 
Agriculture which you now propose is another 
example of the munificence and prevision 
which you have shown in endowing the Prime 
Minister and the nation with your beautiful 
house of Chequers. I can only, as Minister for the 
time being, accept that gift on behalf of the 
Ministry, with due appreciation of the trust 
which it involves. You have already been made 
aware in broad outline of the manner in which 
the Ministry would endeavour to give effect to 
your conception of the part the Chequers farm 
and woodlands could play.in the scheme of 
education that the Ministry is carrying ont. 

“It is proposed that the main farm should be 
Nie séisó as an example of a etock-rearing farm, 
showing how land of that character could be 
improved so as to produce the maximum output 
of live stock consistent with sound commercial 
agriculture. It is my opinion that the farm 
could be made a valuable demonstration of the 
growth of improved cereals and fodder crops, 
and of the amelioration of grass land to be used 
for the intensive breeding and rearing of live 
stock, without detracting in any way from the 
principles intended to guide the working 
tarmer.”’ 

This is the act of a Minister of Agricul- 
ture indeed, and a patriot to boot. It shows 
his faith in the future of agriculture, provided 
that the means of attaining success which he 
indicates are adopted. It will be observed that 
he favours the idea of a demonstration farm run 
on commercial lines, and with this method of 
spreading the light many Irish farmers will 
agree. It has. in fact, frequently been sug- 
gested that such a mode of procedure would be 
a valuable adjunct to our agricultyra)] classes. 
For their own information, it would. be 
well if every agricultural visitor to Dublin 
would visit the Albert Collegae Farm at 
Glasnevin. Here is an establishment under 
Departmental management which is not con- 
ducted at a loss. The methods of tillage and

Ireland had yet a third police force, which 
ultimately was amalgamated with the Irish 
Constabulary. This was the Revenue Police. 
These men were organised to protect the officers 
of the Inland Revenue, commonly called 
gaugers, who before the establishment. of the 
force were rogues to call upon the military for 
assistance in capturing smugglers and seisj 
their contraband, as well as euppotting the 
gaugers in their eudden descents upon illicit 
stills. 


POTEEN HUSSARS,

The military, owing to this, used to refuse 
the services of the soidiers for such raids, The 
illicit distillers had a grand time of it, and did 
a roaring business. ‘he Revenue authorities 
gave permission to the gaugers, or some of them 
at least, to engage assistants from the civilians, 
arm and take them when on a raid. They 
formed the foundation of the Revenue Police, 
but as they increased in numbers, being un- 
trained, undisciplined, and an áine | lot 
altogether, they soon became a nuisance. They 
were taken from under the control of the 
gaugers, officers bearing the rank of lieutenant 
were appointed. each in charge of a distinct 
company, and having as assistant a sergeant. 
Some of. these men were provided with horses, 
rincipally old cavalry men, and in due time 
bai known as the “ Poteen Hussars ” from

ORDER FROM CHAOS. 


The Revenue Police were placed under the 
control of the intrepid Lieutenant-Colonel 
William Brereton, C.B., who became their 
Inspector-in-Chief in 1843. This officer created 
order out of chaos, and made the force a re- 
sponsible and creditable body of men. He had 


as Deputy Chief Inspector -Captain William 
D. Stewart; Inspector, Samuel Graves, 
Esq.; “and Wiliam 5. Bayly, Esq.; 
Chief Clerk. The ranks’ below these 


officials were Second Inspector, Sub-inspector, 
lieutenant, and first and second sub-officers. 
There were also fourteen second inspectors, three 
acting sub-inspectors, 54 lieutenants, six first 
sub-officers, 12 second eub-fficers, and 53 


sergeants. There were stations for Revenue 
Police in 22 counties in Ireland at the time of 
their amalgamation with the Irish Con- 
stabulary. 


HOW HE KNEW, 


Of the Poteen Hussars an amusing story is 
told. Down in the West, at the périod under 
notice, a sergeant of the Constabulary had 
seized a quantity of poteen. The defence was 
that it was not poteen, but Scotch whiskey. At 
the trial the constable swore as to the finding 
of the jar, and declared it to be, “ to the best 
of his judgment and experience, poteen.” 
Counsel for defence skilfully made him declare 


that he might be deceived between Scotch 
whiskey and poteen.

AN IMPERIAL CHARGE. 


I always feel deep sympathy with tutors, for 
once—or rather, twice—l was a tutor myself. 


The first time was here in Ireland, where my 
“pupil” borrowed all my available pocket 
money, pawned my dress suit, and decampag 
to London, thoughtfully remembering to return 
me the pawn-ticket in a stampless envelope. 
That job was hardly a success. My second 
venture was little better. The boy was an 
American, who called his father “ Gus.” _ 
M. Gilliard had no experiences of this kind, 
but the fact that he had been a tutor made me 
read the book at once. 1 was anxious to see 
what it was like to coach the son of an 
Emperor, but M. Gilliard’s narrative soon put 
all ideas of levity out of my head. It is almcet 
unrelieved tragedy from start to finish. A note 


of ‘doom is struck in the very first pages, and ! 


sounds right through the book, echoing from 
the villa in the Gulf of Finland, through the 
halls of Tsarskoie-Selo and the wooded terraces 
of the Crimea, to that house of horror in 
Ekaterinburg, which was the scene of thé most 
brutal and insensate crime in the annals of 
modern history. 

When he undertook the education of the 
Tsarevitch the boy was about nine years of 
age. Before this M. Gilliard had been acting 
as French tutor to the Grand Duchesses—Olga, 
Tatiana, Marie, and Anastasie—and had be- 
come intimately acquainted with all the mem- 
bers of the Imperial family, for every one 
of whom he soon - developed a deep 
affection, 


THE TSAREVITCH. 


Alexis Nicolaievitch was the centre of all 
interest. Some day would not he, too, become 
Tsar of all the Russias—poor little fellow !—and 
father and mother, sisjers, aunts, cousins, and 
courtiers—all vied with one another in lavishing 
love and attention on this ill-starred boy. He 
was the victim of a dreadful malady known as 
hemophilia. This, writes M. Gilliard, “ie a 
hereditary disease which in certain families is 
transmitted from generation to generation to 
their male children. Only males are affected.”’ 
The victim of this disease is known as a 
“-bleeder,' whose blood has not the power of 
coagulating like that of an ordinary individual. 
The tissue of the veins and arteries is extremely 
frail, and the slightest accident, a fall, a cut, 
or even a bleeding at the nose, may prove fatal 
at any moment. 

No amount of care could prevent such acci- 
dents, and the childhood of the Tsarevitch was 
one long agony for his devoted parents. His 
mother, especially, suffered tortures, as she knew 
that she had been the unconscious agent of 
this fearful scourge, and idolised her only son. 
The story of the years just before the war at 
the Russian Court is the story of Alexis Nicolaie- 
vitch’s illness. Ever and anon he would bruise 
himself in some trivial way, thereby causing 
internal hemorrhage, and bringing his life into 
imminent danger. He would be confined to his 
ved for weeks on end suffering agonising pain, 
but the remarkable thing was that ‘between his 
frequent attacks he was full of life and good 
spirits, so much so, indeed, that at times his 
tutor had a difficult task to restrain him, 


A MOTHER'S A ONY. 


His personal attendant was.a big sailor named 
Dereveliko, who generally carried him about 
from place to place, and rarely left his side. 
The devotion of this man to his Imperial charge 
was very touching, and Derevenko died faithful 
to his trust. 

The Tsarevitch’s malady wrecked his mother’s 
hfe, and in some degree was responsible for the 
awful cataclysm of 1917, which rent the fabric 
of Russian society asunder. The Tsarina always 
was of a highly emotional nature. Let me 
quote M. Gilliard’s words:—‘‘ She had already 
made the acquaintance of the terrible disease; 
she knew that an uncle, one of her brothers, 
and two of her nephews had died of it. From 
her childhood she had heard it spoken of as a 
dreadful and mysterious thing, against which 
men were powerless. And now her only son, the 
child she loved more than anything else on 
Death would watch him, 
follow him at every step, and carry him off one 
day, like so many boys in his family. She 
She must save him at any 


cost! — . But every kind of treatment was 
tried in vain. . - Her last hone was in 
God . . . but she must be worthy of His 
intervention “She was naturally of a pious 


nature, and she devoted herself wholly to the 
Orthodox religion. .i. . The monthe passed, 
the expected miracle’ did not happen, and the 
cruel, ruthless attacks followed hard on each 
other’s heels . «it seemed ae if the whole 
world were deserting her.” 


RASPUTIN. 


“It was then that Rasputin, a simple 
Siberian peasant, was brought to her, and he 
said, ‘Believe in the power of my prayers; 
believe in my help, and your son will live.’ 
This man proved to be the evil genius of the 
Russian Court. He was not a monk, but what 
is known as Russia as a Stcretz, or a pro- 
fessional ascetic, who has regular cliente, like a 
doctor or a dentist. - ' When you select your 
Staretz,, says Dostoieffsky, ‘in the Brothers 
Karamazoff, you surrender your will, you give 
it to him in utter submission, in full renuncia- 
tion.’ ”’ 

This is what happened to the Tsarina. She 
had absolute faith in the superhuman powers 
of Rasputin, who was a thorough-paced 
scoundrel of the deepest dye. Not only did 
she herself trust him implicitly, but she per- 
suaded the Tsar that he wae a much-wronged 
saint, and in later years, when al] Russia was 
incensed at his excesses, of which she had no 
inkling, Alexandra Feodorovna still believed in 
him, and refused to break away from his 
influence.

BUNKERED! 


Seaside and Inland Courses. 


The great majority of “ Southerners” play 
most of their golf on inland greens, not from 
choice, but through sheer necessity. An 
occasional visit is paid to our seaside courses, 
and on such occasions the inlander finds him- 
self very much “' at sea,” particularly when he 
has sampled a few bunkers. The average 

layer, who only rarely visits the seaside links, 
lakers little or nothing about the playing of 
‘bunker shots, for the simple reason that he is 
seldom called on to execute one. As a rule 
the bunkers on our inland links are what are 
rass bunkers” ; when one does 
find @ sandy hazard, it is, at best, but an 
excuse for such—a thin layer of sand, with a 
rock-like bottom, composed of a mixture of 
mother earth and. stones. 

The. greater number of inland bunkers are, 
however, of the “ grassy” type; in which it is 
permissible by “local rule” to ground the 
club. That being so, .it is not to be wondered 
at that the ordinary inlander, proficient though 
he may be in the playing of the other shots, is 
helpless when he is faced with the task of 
recovering from decent bunkers, such as those 
which abound at Portmarnock. To attain 
proficiency at bunker shots needs practice. ‘On 
the inland course one can practise every other 
shot in golf except that for the bunker. He 
has, as a matter of fact, no bunkers worth 


speaking of to practise at. Sand is not easily 
procurable by inland clubs, and it is rather 
expensive; but where “ grass” bunkers have 


to be resorted to, they should be something 
more than ornaments, or obstacles, to “ catch ” 
a badly played shot, or check the run on a 
ball which has been hit hard on the head. 

Such contrivances are not bunkers. I know 
one of the type, which, in summer, is used 
freely by the knowing ones, who deliberately 


the ball when the ground near the green is 
fiery. If the shot does nof come off, but is 
stopped by the face of the “ hazard, _the 
layer is no worse off, for he can ground in a 
ovely grassy lie, and easily pitch on. 


LOCAL 'RULES. ” 


On the best of our inland links the “grass” 
“bunkers” are simply camouflage. A bunker 
in which the club may be grounded is really 
not a bunker, least of all one with a bank of 
about two feet in height, so many of which 
adorn our inland’ greens. The definition of a 
“hazard” is “any bunker,” etc. rules 
do not tell us that a club may be grounded in 
a “hagard.” Local rules allow us to ground 
in the “grass” “hazards,” but if a player hits 
a wretched shot into a bunker he should be 
punished, and not find himself in the position 
of being able, of a certainty, to get home with 
his next. A bunker should be so constructed 
that every ball reaching it will be effectively 


stopped. It should not be so planned that it 
can be easily “run,” even in the winter with 
the ground on soft side, when a 


bunker shot is called for a mere scrape with
